rap SUCCESSFUL 


On the morning of Sunday, Decem¬ 
ber 15, the big steel 8800-ton freighter 
Oskaloosa pulled away from the docks 
of the Schaw-Batcher Company on the 
first lap of her trial trip. The steamer 
is the third to be completed by the 
company within the past few months 
for Uncle Sam’s ev^r-increasing string 
of ships, and the sea test proved more 
satisfactory than any of the previous 
trials. 

Ninety-six revolutions were made, 
with an average of 11 knots an hour. 
The government requirement calls for 
10 knots per hour. The trip was at¬ 
tended by officials of the company, 
the government’s representatives and 
a large number of guests. The Oska¬ 
loosa is without wartime camouflage 
and is painted black above the water¬ 
line and red below; the deck trim¬ 
mings are white.

In the story of the event which we celebrate at this season of the year 
is the record that: 

“All went to enroll themselves, every one of them In his own 
* * * and Joseph * * * went up * * * to Bethlehem 
to enroll himself with Mary,” for a decree had gone forth from 
Caesar Augusus that “All the world should he enrolled.” 

The world empire of Might for which this enrollment was made has long 
since disappeared, and now we come to another enrollment of the world— 
at any rate that part of it which bears the name of the child born in the days 
V of that far-away enrollment—but it is an enrollment not of Might nor by 
decree, but of Mercy and of the free will of those who come to be self-taxed 
in the cause of humanity. This new enrollment is the best answer that we 
can give to the imperialistic savagery which has survived in the earth. It 
is the best promise that our gifts at this Christmastide can give of a better 
world—this enrollment under the symbol of a human sympathy that lies 
deeper than racial antipathies or national ambitions or even the hatreds of 
years. 

In obedience to the decree of Augustus, between four and five millions 
were enrolled as citizens of the empire, we are told, but it is hoped that in 
this free land, which has with such comparatively small sacrifice helped to 
bring freedom to the earth, the hundred millions all will enroll themselves 
in the^Red Cross Democracy of Mercy. There should be no home in the State 
in which the sign of enrollment does not hang at Christmas time, for it is the 
sign before our children’s eyes that with all the ravage of hate and selfish¬ 
ness in the world, there is still in our hearts a sympathy for those who 
suffer, in whatever part of the planet it was their lot to be born. It will be 
as blood upon the lintel and the doorposts, wherever this mark is found in 
the window; it will be sign of the true Christmas spirit which i3 ready to 
give that others may have life—despite the havoc of hatred—and have life 
less painfully and more abundantly. 

Our Americans can now certainly be called seasoned troops. Their 
fighting showed no lack of pepper. 

War is like an enchanter in a fairy tale. It waves its great wand, and 
“tinker, tailor,” becomes “soldier, sailor.” Then it reverses the spell, and

MOTHER CHARS UP" 
ABDUCTION MYSTERY 


ADMITS SHE ORDERED THE BOY 
TAKEN TO SAN FRANCISCO. 

Speculation over the reported kid¬ 
naping of Leo Francisconi, an eight- 
year-old boy, from In front of the 
Central Grammar School in Redwood 
City last Friday afternoon came to a 
sudden end Tuesday afternoon when 
Mrs. D. Francisconi of San Francisco, 
mother of the child, appeared in Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace Seely’s court at 
Redwood City and said that it was 
she that ordered the boy taken away.

Driving down 
to Redwood City, they waited until 
the children came out of school, and 
as soon as Leo made his appearance 
he was seized by his brother and the 
jitney driver, bundled ineo the auto¬ 
mobile and taken back to San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

When the school children reported 
that Leo had been abducted by two 
strange men In an automobile, word 
was sent to the father and he Imme¬ 
diately hurried down to Redwood 
City, went before Judge Seely and 
swore to a complaint charging “John 
Doe” and “Richard Roe” with kid¬ 
naping. 

There was an active demand for 
alibis in San Francisco when the 
Densmore report was published, but 
the supply was a trifle short. And 
some of the alibi hunters put it some¬ 
what in this way: “I didn’t do It. 
And If I did, what of it?”
